TO AUSTRALIA AND. BAOK. 
Tho fullowing notes of a voysge*from, 
Hongkong to Australia and back, mado by 
Capt. James Ross of the British steamer 
Benledi tave been kindly furnished. to us 
for publication. . : 


Left Hongkong on the 11th August for 
Sydney, New South Wales, and passing 
out into the Pacific Occan north of Luzon 
proceeded south to the west of Pellew 
Islands and then withiv sight of tho position 
of the Sequiras Isles as marked ‘on Imray’s 
chert, of the Eastern Archipelago without 
seeing anything of them from the masthead 
at sun-set although the weather was clear. 
Next day, 18th August, at noon our 
latitude was 6° 56 N., long 182° 33 E., the 
day very clear and favourable. for seelyg a 
long distance ; but from the masthead we 
could ase nothing of the Johannes Lelands 
which are laid down in the charts about 
this position. Our chronometers were 
rated in Hongkong before we loft and the 
observations were good. We had light 
8. E., 13 wiuds from leaving Hongkong 
till we got to 15.8, and from there to Syd- 
ney N. ., and easterly 8-4; fine weather 
and nota shower of rain. The currents 
from Luzon to 6° N, were a mile an hour 
to the 8, W.; from 6° N., to 2b N., a 
mile an hour to the eastward ; frou 24 N., to 
St. John’s, 14 miles an hour to the westward. 
Thore is littie current iu the Coral Sea but 
a strong southerly current on: the coast of 
Australia, We.passed between New 
Jreland and the Solomon Gruup both goiug 
and coming, and had currents, till nearly 
right past them and wind also ‘till we 
got to 10° N., when we had N.&., winds, 
We passed in sight of Mellish Reef, but 
saw no beacon on it, so suppose it: has heen 
washed away. Squally Iatand «ff.the N.E. 
coast of New Ireiand, I found to be only 
about ¢.o miles square instead of 15 miles 
long and $ broad as it is set down on ihe 
chart | have. .It-is all but covered with 
trees of ago d height. Some canoes came 
off with a' ont 40 men on them, and we saw 
about 150 more on’ the shore. - We paased 
within ten miles of the {sand of Kumi, 
(Meico-Suma group) and saw no signs of 
broken water either to..N. W. or to 8. W. of 
it.as_is reported and marked on the charts 
as existing in lat, 249 N; long 122,23 E 
We had clear weather and a moderatsly 
high ava. We found the Kuro current 
running. 1} knots an hour as we passed 
Kumi. mS

On shore several 
houses were unroofed, some of the trees 
which ornamented the streets wero uproot-— 
ed, and others had branches broken ;' stroet 


lamps, telegraph wires; &o., all show the 
effects of the storm. Afloat several lorchaa 
and.small crafts were capsized and sunk, 
some lost, their masts and rudder, On 
the morning of the 19th at 9 «clock, 
the Captain of the Port gave warning for 
the vessels in port to prepare for bad -wea- 
ther, and consequently the corvette Dona 
‘Maria de Molina left for Cavite seeking a 
shelter place,-but unfortunately the effects 
of the woather were more severely felt thera 
than in Mauila, Tho Afolina on her way 
to Cavite, saw her steam launch sink; the 
Patino was dragged up to the Arsenal road- 
stead ; the Esmeralda, which arrived on Sa- 
turday, also experienced the gale, although 
not in its full yale the muy, which ar- 
rived yesterday Gord) from Amoy, was less 
fortunate; she lost one man aud one boat 
at Cape Bolinao.

SUPREME COURT OF STRAITS 
* SETTLEMENTS, 
IMPORTANT JUDGMENT ON INSURANCE 
MATTERS, 


(Before His Honor the Chief Justice.) 


Tan TYE AND anon. v. ToE Union 
insvrance Society or Canton. 

This was an aetion on two marine policies 
of insurance to recover sums of $6,500 and 
$2,500 respectively on Insurances effected 
by the plaintiffs with the defendants by 
their agents, A, L. Johnston & Co. upon - 
certain timber shipped by the plaintiffs in 


the Magnolia for a yoyage from Singapore 
to Shanghai, which timber was wholly lost’ 
during such yoyage by tha. perils insured 
against. Mr Davidson’ appeared for the. 
Pear 3 Mr-Boialdson and Mr Dunlop 
ior the defendants. 

The defendants. pléaded several pleas, but 
rested their case at the trial upon the last 
three pleas, the ‘last two, however, raisin; 
the defences that wero principally relied 
upon; they were as follows :— 

1. That at the time of the defendants 
subscribing the policies they wrongfully 
concealed from the defendants the fact that 
the amount to be insured upon the goods 
and their valuation was greatly in excess 
of their real value. : 

2. That at the time of the defendants 
subscribing the policies they. wrongfully 
concealed tromthe defendants the fact that 
they (the. plaintiffs) were the shippers of a 
large quantity of other goods, timber, by 
the same vessel Magnolia, parts of which 
goods were insured by the plaintiffs under 
other policies with other compauies for large 
Amounts, greatly in excess of the real values 
of the goods. ‘Both these facts, it was set 
forth, were known to the plaintiffs at the 
time of subscribing the policy, and unknown 
to the defendants and material to be known 
tothe defendants and material to the risk 
of the policy. The insurances effected 
altogether by the plaintiffs for the timber 
with different companies amounted to 
$38,000; of this $14,000 was upon policies.| 
effected with Messrs Hooglandt & Co., and 
$15,000 upon ‘policies effected with Mesars 
Maolaine, Fraser & Co,.

A newspaper which has any letter, or any 
communication of the nature of a letter, 
written in it or upon its cover, is charged 
as an unpaid or insufficiently paid letter, 

No packet of newapapers may be above 
6 lbs. in. weight, wor above two feet in 
‘length, one foot in width, nor one in depth. 


A book-packet ‘may contain any number 
of separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed lottera), 
photographs (when not.on glass or in cases 
containing glnsa or any like substance), 
drawings, printa, or maps, snd apy quantity 
of paper, or any cther substance in ordinary 
use for writing or printing upon ; and the 
books or other publications, prints, maps, 
&e., may be either printed, written, .on- 
sraved, lithographed, or plain, or any 
mixture of these, Further, all legitimate 


binding, mounting, or covering of-a-book,-|-xhibited--or- stated to- the’ Postmaster 


&c., or of a portion thereof, is allowed, 
whether: auch binding, do. be looze or 
attached ; as also rollers inthe case of 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) iri the case of books, pers or 
pengila in tbe case of pocket-books, &., 
and, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
safe transmission of such articles, or usually 
apportains thereto ; but the binding, rollers, 
é&c, must not be sent as a separate packet, 


Circulars,—t.¢., lettera which are intend- 
ed for transmission in identical terms to 
ayveral .persona,. and the whole or the 
greater part of which is printed, ongraved, 
or lithographed,—may also be ent by 
book post. 


But a book-packet may not contaln any 
letter, or communication of the natute of a 
letter (whether separate or otherwise), 
unless it be a circular-letter or be wholly 
printed ; nor any encloaure sealed or in any 
way closed against inspection, 1f this 


| rule. be infringed, the entire packet is 


charged as a letter, 


A book-packet may be posted either 
without a cover (in which case it must not 
be fastened, whether by means of gum, 
wafer, sealing wax, ,pustage stamp, ,or 
otherwise) or in a cover entirely open at 
both ends, 60 as to admit of the contents 
being easily withdrawn for examination ; 
otherwise it is treated as letter. For the 
greater security of the contents, however, 
it may be tied at the enda. with string ;

When, owing to a great and unusual 
influx of letters, books, eto, the transmis- 
sion or delivery of the letters would be

PATTERNS. 


They muat not be of intrinsic value: This 
rule excludes all articles of a saleable nature, 
and, indeed whatever. may. bave a value of 
its own, apart from its mereuse as a pattern; 
and the quantity of any material sent 

ostensibly as a pattern must not be so.great 
that it can fairly be considered as having on 
this ground an intrinsic value. 


Pattern and Sample Post to colonies and 
foreign countries is restrioted to bond fide 
trade patterns or samples of merchandise, 
Goods sent for sale, or in execution of an 
order (however small the quantity may be), 
or any articles sent by one private indivi- 
dual to another, which are not actual pat- 
terns or samples, are not admissible. 


Patterns or samplea, when practicable, 
must be sent in covers open at the ends, 
and in such 8 manner. as to. be easy of 
examination. .

for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, 

To guard against, such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
atamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in atrong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
“through the Post, It should beremembered 
that every packet has to be handled several 

times; that it is exposed to cousiderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and

The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and Weat Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(oxcept such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently wi-h serious injury, not only to, 
the letters so sealed’ but to the other letters 
in the mail, irom the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The. 
publio aro therefore recommended, in all 
Buc’: cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents it. the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same.

The registration of a packet makes its 
transmission much more.secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet isa very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
less large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be eent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The following. Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in certain cases ov 
the loss of Registered correspondence have 
been made by His Excetloncy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XL 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, ‘but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— 

1.: ‘That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 
~-2, That the lettér was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. . ~ 

8, That application was made to the 
Postmaster Goneral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss’ was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is loat, 

4, ‘Lhut the Postmaster General is satia- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 

~pondeuce was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it wa 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
aender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho. eaty or negligence of any 
person not. in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. : 

5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to tragile articles stich as portraite,
